Proof  coins,  branch  mints  1892-1934  unc.,  currency  and  commemoratives 

seem  to  be  rising  the  most  rapidly  at  present  with  most  bringing  close  to  listed 
values  and  a great  number  bringing  even  more.  Many  are  rising  from  month 
to  month  with  a number  "just  not  obtainable."  The  coins  most  in  demand  will 
have  the  greatest  number  of  bidders  and  with  the  law  of  supply  and  demand 
working,  these  coins  keep  setting  new  records. 

Occasionally  a collector  writes  us  asking  why  our  estimated  values  in  some 
instances  are  higher  than  the  catalog  listing.

CURRENCY  — LARGE  SIZE  LEGALS 


This  is  being  cataloged  after  our  return  from  the  conventions  in  Detroit  and 
New  York.  If  we  were  enthusiastic  about  the  future  of  paper  money  before,  we 
are  super-enthusiastic  now.  The  most  popular  branch  of  numismatics  at  both  con- 
ventions was  paper  money  with  demand  far  exceeding  the  supply  on  the  choice 
and  scarce  notes.  Many  brought  3 to  5 times  catalog.  Of  course  the  value  of  the 
rarities  could  not  be  ascertained  since  they  were  not  offered.  We  did  note  that 
the  $50  1891  coin  note  brought  $1600  at  auction  (which  is  stilj^  quite  reasonable 
considering  its  rarity).  We  believe  present  day  prices  will  appear  as  "bargains"  a 
few  months  from  now.  AT  THE  PRESENT  RATE  OF  RISE  IN  VALUES  OF  CUR- 
RENCY, THE  BIGGEST  BARGAIN  IS  THE  OPPORTUNITY  TO  ACQUIRE  THE 
ITEM.  What  value  is  a price  if  the  item  is  not  available?  In  an  auction,  the  items 
are  available  to  the  highest  bidder.  Naturally,  those  with  vision  will  bid  high 
enough  on  scarce  and  rare  items  to  obtain  them  while  those  who  are  "catalog  con- 
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scious"  will  probably  only  obtain  the  more  readily  available  items  which  will  rise 
slowly.  A few  months  hence  when  the  new  catalog  is  issued  with  the  marked  in- 
crease in  valuations,  most  collectors  will  then  be  willing  to  pay  what  the  items  are 
selling  for  today — but  it  will  be  too  late.  By  then  the  increasing  demand  will  have 
sent  the  item  higher.  We  are  continually  receiving  letters  from  collectors  telling 

us,  " I wish  I had  paid  the  price  for when  it  appeared  in  your sale,  now 

it  has  gone  up  300  per  cent  and  I still  do  not  have  it."  Of  course  our  answer  is, 
"Forget  what  you  should  have  done — what  will  you  say  c year  from  now — "I'm 

glad  I acquired  " or  will  you  repeat  "I  wish  I had  paid  the  price  for 

when  it  was  available."
